The forecasts are issued by the 
U. S, A griculture D e p a r t m e n t 
whose econom ists report th at ex­ 
panded buying power of consum ers 
will increase dem and for ne arly all 
types of goods well above the 195o 
level. 
“ F arm ers are expected to respond 
to the increase in dem and 
with 
record production if the w eather 
is norm al.” report econom ists. 
“ In view of the price increases 
for ag ricu ltu ral com m odities that 
already have occurred and the like­ 
lihood of larg er ag ricu ltu ral pro­ 


duction in 1951. the cash receipts 
from farm m arketin g probably will 
be up at least IO per cent next 
year.”
